Nikola Bulganin was born on 
June 11,1895. His father must

His father was poor, and the 
sleepy provinciol towr of 
Nizhne-Novgorod offered few 
opportunities. It was, however,

Bulganin still refers to It as 
Nizhne-Novgorod, 

Nikolai was sent to o 
secondary ~ technical school, 
There he learned something’ cf 
rudimentary engineering—and 
there he got the only formal 
education he hts ever had. 

“He read = much on his own, 
however, and  acquirtd the 
manners. and the graces of a’ 
fast-passing world, Surprisingly, 
he joined the Communlst Party 
in the days just before the 
revolution, 

In 1918 he was attached ‘to 
Cheka, the orlginal—and not 
very ¢fficient—seeret police. 
For four years he wandered 
the country from Siberin to 
Turkestan hatching minor plots 
ond counter-plots os the civil 
war progressed, Those who 
knew him then say he affected 
on air of gentle and superior 
omniscience—the man .who 
knew all there was to iknow, 
who was everyone's confidant. 

In dny = case, .ho wos a 
success—-he was one of the men 
who held the Soviets together 
in the years of struggle, His 
plots helped to reconcile minor 
and jealous leaders to one on- 
othen—and his police wotk 
rooted out occasional waveress. 


Planner 


HEN, in 1922, he apptared, 
suddenly, on the stat of the 
Supreme Council of National 
Economy, the centro] planning 
quthority, 

There he appesred to acquire 
an. entircl new personality— 
quiet, scholarly, sesured, his 
head full of economic facts and . 


figures. ' 

He co impressed his superiors 
that he was appointed head of 
the construction department of 
Elektrozavod, the Soviet’s major 
electrical equipment plant, In 
1927; he was appointed ‘head of 
the organisation. His job was 
to electrify industrial Russia.’ 

The central planning authority 
drew up a seven-year plan 


which provided enough equip- 
ment to make Russia a major 
industrial nation, Bulganin 
fulfilled the plan in three years, 

It was then that Bulganin— 
like his colleague Krushchev—~ 
came to the attention of a certidéin 
Lazar Kagonovitch. Kagonovitch 
was boss of the Moscow partly, 
and Stalin’s official recruiting 
agent, charged with finding the 
bright young men who would 
rule the new Russia, | 


Moscow Mayor 


AGONOVITCH saw that Bul- 

ganin was something the party 
needed badly. He made him 
Mayor of Moscow, Bulganin 
stepped into the role as though 
he had been born for it, Urbane, 
well and quietly dressed, 
scholarly and just slightly 
mysterious; he managed, even at 
the age of 36, to impart on alr 
of dignity to the role which the: 
Comm te had hitherto always 
lacked. 

‘for six years, Bulganin stayed 
at the job. These were the 
yeers when tbe hard-working 
Krushchev wns building the 
Moscow Underground and Stalin 
was ruthlessly eliminating his 
opposition. 

At the same time, Bulganin 
was moving smoothly upwards, 
He was largely ble for 
the Ten Year Plan launched In 
1933 for the total ecbuilding of 
Moscow, He also won himscif, 
In’ 1934, a seat on tho powerful 
Central Committee of the Party. 

‘Foen, in 1037—the year of 
the great purges—he was 
elected Prime Minister of the 
Russinn Federated. Republic, 
Krpshehev, at almost the same 
time, took over ‘the | Party ‘ad- 
ministration jn the Ukraine, 
Stalin was putting his bright 
young men, into power.

He said imports from Japan 
and elsewhere already had 
reached = record levels and 
would still more under present 
conditlons . 

“It is high time," Mr Milliken 
declered, “that the Secretary of 
Commerce put his Department 
squarely on the side of all 
American Industry and labour 
by repudiating end reculling the 
tride mission to Japan und any 
similar misston which may — pe 
roaming the world.” 

Mr Milliken charged that the 
State Department for years, 
most recently for Japan, “has 
been bargaining away cur mills 
and jobs of our employees by 
reducing tariffy. under the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade."
